PAINTERS TAKE OLD SCALE 


Feared Strike May Spread to Carpen- 
ters Though Move Has Not 
Taken Form. 


One hundred plumbers, who have been 

employed at the World's Fair grounds, 
aid down their tools Thursday morning 
and struck. 

They demand $6 a day, instead of $, 
which they have been receiving. 

The painters, who were out for 10 days, 
demanding an increase of from $3.60 to $5 
per day, returned to work Thursday at 
the old rate. 

An official denunciation of the proposed 
strike of certain carpenters on structures 
in and near the World's Fair grounds, is- 
sued in the form of a resolution by the 
Building Trades Council, was circulated at 
the World's Fair Thursday. 

The circular, which {fs signed by R. 
Fuelle, president, and George C. Newman, 
secretary, says that it has comé to the 
notice of the council that certain carpen- 
ters. without authority from the council 
or any local union, have inaugurated or 
attempted to inaugurate a strike for the 
purpose of enforcing their demands for an 
increase in wages from 5 cents to 7 
cents an hour on all work at the World's 
Fair and itn the vicinity of the grounds. 

It is declared that such action is un- 
wise and unjust at this time, and that 
the action will be condemned by all hon- 
est-minded mechanics. 

As was told in the Post-Dispatch 
time, the demand for more money was 
made by certain carpenters Tuesday, and 
since that time several of them have re- 
fused to return to work unless their de- 
mands are granted. 

After President Francis had defied the 
striking painters, as told in the late edi- 
tions of Wednesday's Post-Dispatch, by 
informing them if they did not carry out 
their-wage agreement and paint the build- 
ings they would be left unpainted, several 
of the men returned to work and it was 
thought the strike was broken. More of 
the men were expected to return to their 
brushes Thursday. 

During President Francis’ address several 
of the men protested that they were not 
striking as a union, but as individuals, but 
President Fran¢is refused to discriminate 
as the men héld union cards and had ac- 
cepted the scale. 

The plumbers have completed thé rough 
work at the grounds and are followWing a 
long-continued effort on the part of their 
union to secure an advance from $5 to % a 
day. The more careful part of the work 
remains to be done in the state and con- 
cession buildings. The Hanley-Casey Com- 
pany controls the plumbers and holds con- 
tracts for nearly all of the work.

fidence There Is Sure to Be a Rattling 
Good Fight.’’ :

NEW YORK. March 2#4.—This seems to be one time that Jimmy Brittt has fooled 
all the “wise” followers of the pugilistic game. Very few of his friends and confi- 
dants have believed that he could do the weight demanded in articles of his fight 
with Young Corbett at Frisco, Friday night, without subjecting himself to a weaken- 
ing strain. Yet before the date set for the battle he is within a few mere ounces of 
the 131. And for all of that, ‘Spider’ Kelly, his foxy trainer, has a hard time to in- 
duce him to stop working. : 

I spent several days with Britt when he was training for a fight with Jack 
O'Keefe and Jim Corbett was working at the same place for his meeting with Jef- 
fries. One day, after seeing Jimmy weigh in on the scales at 138 pounds, I sug- 
gested that he looked big enough still to spare a pound or two. Jimmy drew me into 


a corner with an air of mystery. 


Lot of Surprises When Fight Begins. 

“I just want to put you wise,” said he. “\A whole lot of my friends don’t know 
what weight I can make without hurting myself. I know. I can do 1280 easy. If 
things go right I intend to get a fight with Young Corbett. They won't think I can 
make the wight, and there will be a lot Of surprises when the fight begins.”’ 

Nothing that I hear from fighters surprises me. I asked Britt how he knew that 
he could fight strong at the low weight, while sporting men were of the opinion that 
even the lightweight limit was difficult for him. 

“IT have gone down to 30 two or three times while training for fights, a few days 
before the event, just to see how I would feel. I knew that I was strong, and so 
I knew from actual experience just what I can do,” was Britt's reply. 

Jimmy Britt will be at his best when he gets into the rmg with Corbett. If 
he is beaten the only exeuse he can offer will be that he has met a better man. 
From the Corbett eamp comes little but a cloud of silence. Young Corbett talks 
in the ring. Just before the fight he has far less to say than most of the cham- 
pions. 

I took dinner with Young Corbett at Hartford, a few days before his fight with 
Terry McGovern, in which he won the championship. Corbett was at that time al- 
most unknown—unheam of, in fact—in the East. He disposed of a big stead in si- 
lence. Other things followed. Plates and platters were cleared away. Over the 


coffee Corbett spoke.

“Let me give you a tip,” he said. “Go and get all the money you can raise 
and-bet it on me. I wfll knock Terry out a8 sure as you are sitting there. I 
know him better than I know any book, and I know just how I can put him away.

“This Britt thing is a cinch,’”’ said Corbett in 'Frisco. “I know just how he has 
shown up against the different men he has met.

A line *ofr 
crop damage talk from the states east of 
the river was the ch:ef cause of the bears’ 
troubles, but the upward move was ai 
due to the engineered movement to run in 
short seilers that was spoken of in this 
column yesterday. When this demand is 
filled the bull movement will probably 
shut off. Fiour mills are closing down be- 
cause of dull business and general specu- 
lation isn’t backing crop damage. Neither 
corn or Oats display any life in the specu- 
lative field, nor in the cash defhand pre- 
cincts either. They both need more specu- 
lation and cash requirements.
